“A peace of a hundred years,” bi 
the title of the article.

ing Germany to purge herself of fu­ 
ture militarism. 
The remedy— the 
only remedy— he points out, is an 
“installm ent indem nity” to the allies 
from Germany of about two billion 
four hundred million dollars a year. 
On the theory that German m ilitar­ 
ism was responsible for the world 
catastrophe and the German people 
were responsible for militarism, the 
author says that the German people 
tdiouid accept the lesson of future 
peace by pay lag every cent of the 
damage. 
Germany’s national wealth 
before the war was placed at eight 
hundred 
m illions 
of 
dollars. 
The 
“installm ent Indemnity” Is therefore 
the way for the Allies to exact their! 
toll. 
The author adds: 


"The German people are Bondar-1 
izcd with the emperor and his sold­ 
iers. 
Having committed unutterable 
crim e! at the em perors Instigation J 
the people should participate in the 
reparation for these crimea.” 


“W hile it appears that such a ser­ 
ies of indem nities would work ruin 
to Germany, the contrary is the case,* 
th< author says.

lation of New Army Law— Provost 


Marshal General Issues Statement 


Saying 11 legal Acts WIA eGe Quickly 


Detected. 


Washington, May l l . - To dispose of 
any fear that country and (tty reaU 
tration boards will exercise favoritism 
in enrolling soldiers under the selec­ 
tive draft aet Provost Marshal Gen­ 
eral Crowder Issued a statement fie 
d aring such practices virtually would 
be impossible because of the explicit 
terms In which the act Is drawn. 
He warned registration officials that 
favoritism easily can be detected and 
will be punished with heavy penalties. 
"Every precaution," th© statement 
said, ‘‘will be taken to make it eer 
tatri that the registration will be con 
ducted with exact justice. 
“The law is specific and allows no 
latitude to the boards, either In the 
matter of registration or In the latter 
matter of exemption from service, In 
fact,, the law’ Is self-executing. 
“Every man within the age limits 
Axed by the selective service act must 
register and the penalty of the law 
for evasion of registration will fall, 
not only on the man who fails to ap 
pear, but on any member of the regis­ 
tration bourd who may be shown to be 
in collusion with the person who at 
tempts to escape his duty. 


Penalty for False Returns. 


“Tile law provides the penalty of 
imprisonment with no alternative of 
a fine for any official or any register­ 
ed man who shall make u false return 
or connive at such a practice. 
The 
safeguards against favoritism or eva 
slon arf* ample.”
